DKP, KNP DEMAND IMMEDIATE LIFT OF POLITICAL BAN

[Text] The minority Democratic Korea Party (DKP) and the Korea National Party 

(KNP) demanded that the government remove immediately the eight-year political 

ban on former politicians in a plenary session of the National Assembly yester- 
day. 


Rep. Kim Kyon-kyu, chief policy maker of the DKP, and Rep. Yon Sok-min, a vice 
president of the KNP, claimed in their respective interpellations of the 
administration that prompt measures to allow politicians of the past to resume 
their political activities would be necessary to cure what they called old 
political sores and to achieve national harmony. 


Rep. Na Sok-ho, chief policy maker of the majority Democratic Justice Party, 
inquired of the government about the ways of realizing President Chon Tu-hwan's 
new unification formula, future relations between the administration and the 
assembly, and over-all economic affairs. 


The three lawmakers from the major political parties questioned the government 
separately, representing their parties in the session, on a wide range of 
state policies with all cabinet members, including Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun 
attending. 


Rep. Na asked Prime Minister Yu to make public how the government would put 
into practice its series of new proposals to North Korea for peaceful unifica- 
tion and to explain the North Korean attitude to the overtures. 


Viewing that there were still not a few problems to be corrected in the 
Japanese attitude toward Korea, the DJP policy maker queried the government 
about its countermeasures against such a posture in the days ahead. 


He also asked the premier about the government plan to reduce foreign loans, 
and to support private businesses in terms of technical renovation, which 
would be the only way to survive the sharpest-ever international competition. 


Rep. Kim of the DKP asked the government if it was willing to consent to his 
party's policy to rewrite politics-related laws such as the National Assembly 
law and election laws, insisting that amendments to these laws would help 
invigorate national politics. 








In this 40-minute interpellation, the DKP chief policy maker argued that with- 
out active competitive politics among the parties, political stability could 
not be achieved, charging the monopoly of political funds by the majority party. 


He urged the government to enforce at once the local autonomy system as 
stipulated in the constitution. He said that a democratic state without prac- 
tical application of the system was something like skyscraper whose foundation 
was not solid. 


Turning to economic problems, he said that the government was required to 
restore the people's trust in its economic policies first, asking che premier 
about its idea of repaying "excessive" foreign debts. 


Rep. Yun of the KNP proposed in his interpellation the establishment of a 
“special committee on politics” in the assembly, which would study factors 
hampering political development. 


He said that efforts should be made ‘. improve the “unreasonable” election 
laws, the essential condition for free democracy.

[Text] At the interpellations made by the three major party representatives’ 
on the afternoon of 2 March, the Democratic Justice Party [DJP] cadres 
generally showed a big-hearted attitude, saying: "Generally speaking, the con- 
tents of the interpellations have been satisfactory. The problems raised by 
the opposition parties turned out just as we had expected.” 


However, floor leader Yi Chong-chan seemed in an ill humor, saying: "A repre- 
sentative from the Korea National Party asserted that the president should 
stand aloof from the party affairs and the ruling party should produce prime 
ministers. I wonder if he advocates adopting a parliamentary cabinet system.” 


In the meantime, Secretary General Kwon Chong-tal said: "Answers given by the 
government side were satisfactory. In particular, Prime Minister Yu Chang- 
sun's answer to the question concerning those whose political activities are 
restricted was quite adequate." He repeatedly stressed his party's stand on 
this matter by saying: "Those who brought about political chaos and had left 
an unfavorable impression of politics on the people should hold themselves 
responsible for it.” 


He also said: “We are trying to show people that the DJP is really conducting 
political affairs in a clean manner so that we can win in the future elections 
four years hence.” 


In the meanwhile, the DJP, which volunteered to discontinue publishing its 
party organ--MINJONGDANGBO--last year because of the atmosphere in the elec- 
tions, is going to resume publishing it on monthly basis starting this month.

ROK GOVERNMENT STILL OPPOSED TO LIFTING POLITICAL BA

[Text] The government has made its stance clear that it is still premature to 
consider giving clemency to former politician. on the ground that they should 
be held accountable for past era corrupt politics, feuds, and fostering 
national incongruity. 


Testifying during a National Assembly plenary session, Prime Minister Yu 
Chang-sun showed a negative reaction to the demands of lawmakers from minority 
parties (the Democratic Korea Party and the Korea National Party) for immediate 
lifting of the eight-year political ban on then. 


He declared clearly the government's intention not to allow the “political 
outcasts” to engage in political activities in the near future as early 
removal of the ban would do considerable damage to the clean politics that has 
been created as a result of socio-political reforms. 


Likewise, the government excluded those who had been convicted of involvement 
in campus disturbances from the list for the special amnesty it granted to 
2,863 convicts on the occasicn of the first anniversary of the birth of the 
fifth republic. 


This action appeared to be based on the government's belief that campuses must 
not be used as the bases for either political instability or social turmoil 
and that an atmosphere must be guaranteed fully for the pursuit of studies. 


Highlighting Tuesday's lenient measure were benefits given to those convicted 
of martial law violations in the transition period preceding the birth of the 
fifth republic, and to others involved in the Kim Tae-chung conspiracy of 
rebe.lion, the plot to assassinate former President Pak Chong-hui the Kwangju 
turmoil, and its Pusan-Masan demonstrations in 1979. 


Among them are Kim Tae-chung whose life term was commuted to 20 years in 
prison; former secretary-general to the late President Pak, Kim Kye-won, whose 
prison term was reduced to 10 years from 20 years; and Ye Chun-ho, a former 
lawmaker, who was granted special conditional release. 





The large-scale presidential clemency, which indicates a strong government 
intention to consolidate national harmony, was the eighth of its kind the 

government has granted since the inauguration of President Chon Tu-hwan as 
the 1llth-term president in September, 1980. 


On 23 January, last year, President Chon commuted the death sentence of Kim 
Tae-chung to life imprisonment and 11 co-defendants also saw their terms 
commuted. 


A special pardon attests to the president's belief that complete elimination 
of the antagonism and strife that characterized the old era is necessary to 
enhance national unity and harmony, while speedily healing the scars of 
national chaos that erupted at the beginning of the 1980s, as made public by 
Culture-Information Minister Yi Kwang-pyo. 


Korea's allies, including the United States, and foreign news media commented 
on the sweeping amnesty, terming it further progress toward the normalization 
of political life through the realization of national reconciliation. It also 
shows the confidence of the incumbent goverument in all fields. 


The presidential clemency included a special ammesty (1,419 convicts); special 
commutations (545); and special conditional releases (15). It also benefitted 
238 others for restriction of their civil rights; 514 who have been released 
on parole; and i»Z others set free from juvenile reformatories on probation. 


The chief executive has the right to grant amnesty, commutation and restoration 
of rights in accordance with Article 54 of the Constitution.

[Text] The general pardon granted yesterday to a large group of convicts 
including many former antigovernment dissidents and rioters is a significant 
step toward national solidarity and rapport with the one-year-old fifth repub- 
lic forging toward the goal of a liberal and viable welfare state. 


In observance of the first anniversary of President Chon taking office, the 
extensive amnesty affects a total of 2,863 convicts, with varying conditions— 
release from jail, commutation of sentence or rehabilitation of civil rights. 
Chief among the pardoned were those involved in the mass disturbances during 
the troubled months of transition following the death of the late President 
Pak. 


Most of those sezving prison terms or under other constraints in connection 
with the Pusan-Masan demonstrations in 1979, the Sabuk miners protest and the 
turmoil in Kwangju in 1980 were given relief or respite from their sentences. 
This show of clemency by the government befits the occasion of the fifth 
republic's birthday. 


In announcing the move the government spokesman said it is ready to continue 

on the clemency course in the hope of letting the past offenders rehabilitate 
themselves and join in building a democratic and welfare state. It is deemed 
both necessary and desirable to afford them a second chance and seek to heal 

the wounds of the disruptive aftermath of the fourth republic. 


The first year of the new government led by President Chon has gone a long way 
toward cleaning up the administration and laying the groundwork for a second 
takeoff. The formidable task of restoring social stability, undertaking 
political reforms and pulling through the economic recession was well accom- 
plished, putting the nation back on the right track to sustained growth and 
development. 


Besides the legal incrimination of subversive dissidents and destructive 
rioters, a series of nationwide housecleaning operations were carried out to 
denounce the discredited elements in every sector of our society. 











Unfortunately in the course of wholesale personnel sifting and retrenchment 
some may have suffered unwarranted dismissal or other unfair treatment. 


It was made clear that limitations on employment had been removed for those 
who were retired during the cleanup drive. Now all those accused of inepti- 
tude or irregularity and convicted of more serious criminal charges may take 
advantage of the latest pardon to work together with their fellow countrymen 
in rebuilding the nation. 


Political integration of the people and common commitment to the rules of the 
game are basic to the survival and development of a modern state along the 
line of liberal democracy. Diversity without harmony only means divisiveness. 
Arbitrary activism devoted to narrow and partisan interest will only break 
down consensus and conciliation. 


Unity and cohesiveness are vital to the existence of any nation exposed to the 
constant peril of aggression. Security backed by Jomestic tranquility will 
not be insured unless we stand firmly united and responsive to one another. 
The pardon given yesterday prompts rethinking on how we can combine our 
resources to achieve a stable and dynamic nation in harmony.

[Text] A year has elapsed since President Chon Tu-hwan assumed office under 
the banner of the fifth republic, a period that has witnessed vigorous efforts 
and conspicuous progress in renewed nation building. 


He did hold the presidency for the six preceding nonths as well, yet it was 
rather a transitional step in the legitimation process of ushering in the new 
republic, which highlighted extensive reforms and preparatory work including 
the adoption of the current constitution. 


Thus his inauguration as the 12th-term president a year ago today marked in 

truer sense the opening of a new chapter in the nation's republican history-- 
all the more so as the occasion served to establish the fifth republic, which 
promises viable democracy, social welfare and justice as its pronounced goals. 


It is worth recalling that President Chon pledged in his inaugural address 
that he would devote himself to achieving freedom from three "great agonies" 
of the nation--the threat of war, poverty, and political repression and abuses 
of power--which he said was a prerequisite to building a modern industrial 
democracy based on sustained national growth and maturity. 


This guideline, along with his vow to materialize a peaceful transfer of power 
at the end of his seven-year tenure, has indeed played a remarkable role in 
setting the pace for the development of state affairs and national life as a 
whole in the initial stage of the “new order." 


In order to lessen if not dissipate the fear of war the president has made a 
series of bold and far-reaching overtures for the resolution of inter-Korean 
problems and ultimate territorial unification, though North Korea has so far 
turned a deaf ear. 


Efforts to that end--and also for the republic's boosted standing and tangible 
exchanges in the world community--have been reflected in stepped-up diplomacy 
waich featured President Chon's successful tour through the five member coun- 
tries of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations and summit talks with the 
heads of a half dozen other governments. 














Noteworthy in this respect is that Seoul has been awarded the rights to host 
the 1986 Asian games and the Olympics two years later, both gigantic inter- 
national sports events dedicated to the cause of peace. 


On the domestic front, the national economy has steadily edged out of the pain- 
ful slump of recession, which in 1980 registered a negative growth rate, and 
moreover has seen a sharp drop in the inflationary trend to the extent that the 
rise of commodity prices this year is hoped to be limited to less than 10 
percent. 


Sociopolitical development has also been outstanding. In the political arena 
which now features a multipartisan system, politics through dialogue and 
compromise has replaced the past mode of confrontation, notably at the National 
Assembly, to foster national reconciliation and harmony. 


The on-going reform campaign has been vivid with primary emphasis placed on 
wiping out corruption and other social irregularities as well as on streamlin- 
ing administrative agencies with the motto of “clean, efficient and less 
government ." 


Equally conspicuous and probably more significant were various measures for 
liberalization, ranging from the removal of the 36-year-old curfew and relaxa- 
tion of regulations on overseas travel by citizens to the heightened respect 
for private initiative not only in the business world but also in many other 
social fields. 


Underlining these renovations and improvements is the firm leadership in power, 
that is committed to the well-being and continued development of the nation in 
all spheres to bring about an advanced industrial democracy. 


The achievements of the past year are indeed remarkable. But then, the nation 
faces enormous tasks and issues in the path of its progress, encompassing both 
domestic and international developments, which require unswerving endeavors 
and pool of wisdom with a forward-looking posture. 


At close hand, for instance, is the fifth five-year economic and social develop- 
ment plan which, while promising a “second takeoff" in national life, calls for 
intricate arrangements for its huge investment. 


Stability is paramount in the full spectrum of society, and equally essential 
is stepped-up evolutionary progress including further sociopolitical develop- 
ment to achieve a higher degree of national harmony.

ROK SEEKS TO REDRESS ‘UNREASONABLE’ LAWS

[Text] Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun said yesterday the government will ease 
restrictions and redress "unreasonable" laws and systems impeding the people's 
ability to make the 1980s "a decade of takeoff and open society.” 


Explaining the direction of reforms for this year in a plenary National 
Assembly session, Yu said the government, in the first place, will strive to 
create a foundation for the autonomy of banks. 


Preparations are under way to introduce the zero base system in formulating 
the national budget next year, and the government will "rationalize" the 
selection of public charges and the level of public care, he said. 


The government will further streamline administrative procedures and overhaul 
the permit system to better serve the people's interests and convenience, he 
said. 


Moreover, the government, the premier said, will consider rectifying various 
systems detrimental to national growth and development. 


Yu then reiterated that he had no intention of recommending to the president 
to lift the political ban on former politicians, since a hasty removal may 
hamper efforts to establish a climate for clean politics. 


He observed that the people want to create a new society and not to revive the 
old era. 


The businessman-turned-administrator said it is still much too premature to 
introduce a local autonomy system, because the nation should first achieve 
sound economic development. 


Touching on the drive to expell the "three major negative psychological ele- 
ments," he said that efforts will be made to eliminate influence peddling, 
bribery, hoarding and cornering and other evil practices. 


He said emphasis will be laid on reforming the psychological makeup of the 
people in carrying out the reforms. 
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Corruption and irrationality will be removed from officialdom by making public 
servants live up to their charter of ethics and oaths of service, he said. 


Four lawmakers took the floor on the second day of the five-day interpellation 
session. 


Rep. Mok Yo-sang of the opposition Democratic Korea Party (DKP) asked the 
government if it is willing to abrogate the political renovation law which 
forbids former politicians to engage in political activities until June 1988. 


Mok claimed that clemency should be given to “political outcasts" to enable 
them to come to the forum of dialogue. 


Noting an early implementation of local autonomy is essential to democratic 
development, the DKP lawmaker demanded local autonomy be introduced to 
Seoul, Pusan, Taegu ard Inchon ahead of other districts at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 


He urged the government to formulate fundamental measures to root out anti- 
Korea acts in foreign countries, deploring the recently unraveled international 
plot to assassinate President Chon Tu-hwan. 


Rep. Hyon Kyong-tae of the ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP) asked the 
government how it evaluates reform projects carried out in the past year. 


The ruling lawmaker argued that the nation should establish its self-identity 
and reformulate its values within the framework of the strong confidence and 
pride in “our history and traditions." 

Rep. Pak Chae-uk of the opposition Korea National Party (KNP) called for the 
government to ascertain the rumors that political outcasts will be soon 
allowed to resume political activities. 


Saying there is no reason to delay the implementation of local autonomy, he 
demanded the government commit itself to the timing for the implementation. 


The KNP lawmaker said it will be desirable to create what he called a public 
safety committee to ensure the independence of the police.

[Text] Minister of State for Political Affairs Chong Chong-taek said yester- 
day that the government would unify the channels for cooperaton with political 
parties in order to handle efficiently petitions and policy recommendations 
submitted by lawmakers and parties to the administration. 


“By implementing the one-channel system, the government will be able to dis- 
pose of civil petitions officially,” he told a house panel. 


Briefing members of the steering committee on his office's policy programs, 
Minister Chong said that his office would collect all petitions from the 
parties and turn them over to the pertinent ministries for action based on 
the ministries’ regulations. 


All 13 standing committees of the assembly went into session yesterday for the 
five-day deliberation of the relevant government offices’ affairs. 


After hearing briefings from the ministries concerned policy programs for 1982 
until today, each panel will make interpellation of the ministries until Friday 
as well as deliberating law bills. 


During the panel meetings, four political bills proposed by the Democratic 
Korea Party are expected to emerge as major points at issue. They are three 
revisions bills of the National Assembly, basic law on press and local autonomy 
laws, and recommendation for the removal of a political ban imposed on former 
politicians. 


Minister of State for National Security and Foreign Affairs No Tae-u told the 
steering committee that his office would hammer out a seven-year integrated 
Seoul Olympics plan and detailed yearly projects to stage the world sports 
festival successfully. 


Son Su-ik, chief administrative coordinator at the premier's office, also said 
that an Olympics liaison office would be set up in the premier's office to 
control work of each ministry to support the Olympics. 


An Mu-hyuk, chairman of the Social Cleanup Committee, said that his body would 
concentrate on launching a pan-national campaign for the expulsion of three 
negative attitudes--corruption, disorder and inflation--this year.

ROK PARTIES AGREE ON DISCUSSING CONTROVERSIAL BILLS

[Text] Three major political parties agreed yesterday to deliberate on contro- 
versial political bills including amendments to the Natonal Assembly, local 
autonomy and basic press laws during the current special assembly session. 


The political bills have been awaiting assembly action since they were 
initiated by the opposition Democratic Korea Party (DKP) and Korea National 
Party (KNP) late last year. 


The ruling Democratic Justice Party (DJP) and the opposition DKP and KNP have 
long been at loggerheads over the rewriting of controversial laws. The DJP, 
however, remains unchanged in its position that it is still premature to amend 
the laws, alleging that there is no evidence of shortcomings. 


Emerging from a floor leaders’ meeting, DJP floor leader Yi Chong-chan said 
that debates on the KNP-proposed recommendation for a five-day study week for 
primary schools will be deferred to the next assembly session, while the new 
system is being tested in Seoul and Pusan. 


Deliberations on amendments to the value added tax, bank and financial insti- 
tution laws, all submitted by the DKP, will be postponed until after the 
government has presented its own amendments to the laws, Yi said. 


The floor leaders of the three major parties decided to reactivate the once 
dormant ad hoc panel next week to resume debates on the proposed amendments 
and a recommendation for the removal of the political ban imposed on former 
politicians, he said. 


Twenty of the 50 outstanding bills and one of the two pending recommendations 
should be settled during the current 16-day sitting, he revealed. 


Among the bills to be handled in the present session are amendments to the 
civil proceedings and administrative punishment, government organization laws. 


The fioor leaders aiso agreed to animate the activities of a select assembly 
subpanel for redressing laws and orders, he said. The special subcommittee 
was formed during the last regular assembly session to determine which laws 
are to be amended. 


The DJP floor leader said the assembly will convene its committees after the 
current session ending 13 March to continue studying pending bills.

AGRICULTURE MINISTER DENIES RICE SCANDAL CHARGES

[Text] Seoul, 10 Mar (YONHAP)--South Korea Agriculture-Fisheries Minister Ko 
Kon Tuesday denied that Korean officials were bribed by U.S. rice growing 
cooperatives. 


He said allegations of illegal rice deals were “groundless” and said the 
reported rice import price manipulation is a byproc'uct of hectic competition 
for rice exports among major American grain dealers. 


Ko said that under the rice import contract in questicn, Korea was to import 
200,000 tons of California rice in 1981 at 1980 prices, but the delivery of 
part of the contracted amount was postponed to 1982. A new contract was 
signed which made the import price lower than stipulated in the original con- 
tract, Ko added. 


Answering a shower of questions from lawmakers at the National Assembly Agri- 
culture-Fisheries Committee meeting Tuesday night, Ko said the board of audit 
and inspection has already conducted a thorough investigation of the bribery 
allegations and no illegalities were found. 


During a heated debate at the committee meeting which lasted from 2 p.m. Tues- 
day through 2:15 a.m. Wednesday, the opposition Democratic Korea Party proposed 
organizing a subcommittee to look into the allegations further. All committee 
members from the ruling Democratic Justice Party opposed the proposal and it 
was rejected. 


Opposition lawmakers also demanded that the planned bidding for the import of 
370,000 tons of American rice Wednesday be put off indefinitely. 


Ko responded that rice imports from the United States should continue, arguing 
that international agreements should be respected. 


Meanwhile, Kim Chu-ho, director of the office of supply, one of the figures 
named in the bribery scandal, appeared before the committee meeting in an 
attempt to clear up the allegations. He said he thought the Connel Company, 
which had monopolized U.S. rice exports to Korea until 1979, fabricated the 
scandal to regain its monopoly. 


The Connel Company was beaten by Permi in obtaining the contract for the 200,000 
tons of rice in question.

ROK OFFICIAL DENIES RICE SCANDAL CHARGES

[Text] Seoul, 9 Mar (YONHAP)--Kim Chu-ho, chief executive officer of the 
Korean government office of supply, denied Tuesday reports that two U.S. export 
companies bribed Korean officials, including himself, with about six million 
U.S. dollars, for higher rice export prices. 


Earlier in the day, the Associated Press reported the case in a dispatch from 
San Francisco, quoting an antitrust lawsuit filed in a U.S. federal district 
court. 


Kim told reporters the AP story is “totally groundless," and it is only the 
result of incrimination brought about by intensified competition among some 
U.S. rice exporters. 


Kim confirmed that South Korea contracted in January 1981 to buy 200,000 tons 
of medium grain brown Californian rice from Pacific International Rice Mills 
of San Francisco at 449 dollars per ton but that only 130,000 tons of the rice 
was brought in last year. He said the U.S. company agreed to replace the 
remainder with cheaper rice grown in 1981, and deliver the shipment this year. 


He also said rice prices submitted at the time of bidding ranged from a maximum 
of 548 dollars a ton to a low of 487 dollars but that his agency managed to 
cut the minimum price by 37.10 dollars by signing a deal with the U.S. company 
to buy the rice in question for 449 dollars a ton. 


By the time the contracted rice was to be shipped, the price of rice dropped 
sharply to 350 dollars a ton on international markets because of good harvests 
in 1981, Kim added. 


Meanwhile, Korea's aajor opposition Democratic Korea Party Tuesday called for 
organizing an ad hoc parliamentary committee to look into the alleged scandal. 
Party spokesman Kim Chin-pae said in a statement that the report on the 
alleged six million-dollar bribe is a case which "might greatly damage the 
prestige of the 10 million Korean farmers as well as the Korean government." 


"To look into the case, a special investigation committee should immediately be 
formed in the National Assembly," Kim added.

PARTIES FAIL TO AGREE ON OPENING RICE PANEL

[Text] The minority political groups agreed yesterday to submit to the 
National Assembly today a resolution for the formation of a special parliamen- 
tary committee to inquire of the government about the alleged payoff scandal 
involving officials of the Office of Supply (OSROK) and a major U.S. rice 
dealer. 


The motion among the Democratic Korea Party, Korea National Party and a fra- 
ternal group of independents and lawmakers from small parties is based on 
Article 74 of the National Assembly law which provides the parliamentary right 
to look into the administration. 


Lawmakers on the Eco:..omy-Science Committee heard reports on the alleged 
bribery scandal from Deputy Premier-Economic Planning Minister Kim Chun-song 
and Kim Chu-ho, director general of OSROK in a session. 


They will deal with the overall rice import policies of the government today 
after they are given more materials about rice imports from the United States. 


The majority Democratic Justice Party raised a strong objection to setting up 
a special house panel. 


Nine standing committees of the total 13 went into session yesterday. 


In the Finance Committee, Finance Minister Na Ung-pae revealed that the govern- 
ment would take immediate measures to lower the price of Hansando and Eunhasu 
cigarettes to 330 won per pack from the present 350 won. 


In the Legislation-Judiciary Committee, Justice Minister Yi Chong-won said 
that it was impossible for the government to ask the Canadian government to 
turn over Choe Hong-hui to Korean police, known as a wirepuller in an inter- 
national plot to kill President Chon Tu-hwan, because there was no agreement 
between the two on the extradition of criminal suspects.

RESTRICTION ON COURT 2ROCEEDINGS--Seoul, 26 Feb--South Korea's Supreme Court 
Justices have decided to prohibit the video taping, photographing and broadcast 
relay of court proceedings, without the consent of defendants, it was announced 
Friday. The regulation, which is to go into effect 10 March, will also require 
the consent of both defendants and plaintiffs in the case of civil suits. It 
will not, however, apply to cases where it is deemed by the judge to be in the 
public interest to allow such actions. Supreme Court officials said the 
decision to restrict the exposure to the public of court proceedings has been 
taken to protect the privacy of those undergoing trial and to ensure the order 
in the courts.

PURGED OFFICIALS POLICY EXPLAINED--Seoul, 2 Mar (YONHAP)--South Korean Culture- 
Information Minister Yi Kwang-pyo Tuesday said officials purged prior to the 
launching of the fifth republic a year ago were free to apply for any job. The 
officials were purged between 26 October 1979 and 3 March 1980 for corruption 
and other irregularities. Noting that the ban on purged officials was lifted 
last 31 August, Yi said the current law does not prohibit them from working or 
engaging in social activities. “There sre some people who do not know the 
termination of such prohibition, and it is possible for people who had been 
firc from officialdom or from state-run firms to return to their previous 
occupav.ions,” Yi added.

CELEBRATION OF CHON'S RULE--Seoul, 3 Mar (YONHAP)--President Chon Tu-hwan cele- 
brated the first anniversary of his inauguration as the chief executive of 
Korea's fifth republic. The first year of Chon's rule saw the restoration of 
stability after an “unprecedented” social confusion that followed the leader- 
ship vacuum which resulted from the assassination of President Pak Chong-hui 
on October 1979. During the past year, President Con lost no opportunity to 
pledge a peaceful change of power and to stress the elimination of political 
corruption and irregularities. The removal of the three-decade-old curfew, 
the liberalization of regulations regarding uniforms and hair-cuts for 
secondary school students and the liberalization of overseas travel by ordinary 
citizens are all results of his promised pursuance of greater “openness and 
autonomy” for the republic. He demonstrated his strong determination to 
achieve the unification of the divided peninsula through peaceful means, by 
inviting North Korea to the dialogue table, to discuss the drafting of a conm- 
mon basic law for a unified Korea. He visited Washington early last year and 
had summit talks with U.S. President Ronald Reagan at which the two leaders 
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confirmed their joint determination to safeguard peace and security on the 
Korean peninsula. He also visited the five member countries of the Associa- 
tion of Southeast Asian Nations last year, thus paving the way for stepped-up 
economic cooperation, and common prosperity among nations in the Pacific basin. 
In an effort to achieve national conciliation, he granted amnesty six times 
during the past year to a total of 9,963 persons, inciuding his political 
opponents.

EDITOR SENTENCED TO JAIL--The Seoul District Criminal Court yesterday sen- 
tenced an editor of a publishing company to serve one year in prison for 
reproducing and selling 10 “Communist-titled” books. Judge Min Se-hong of 
the court found guilty Kim Chong-su, 26, editor of the Hanol Publishing Co. 
based in Seoul, of violating the national security and anti-communist laws by 
publishing Korean translations of 10 Marxist books since February in 1980. 
The judge also suspended Kim civil rights for one year and ordered the 10 
books published by the defendant confiscated. The prosecution demanded a three- 
year prison term and suspension of civil rights for three years. Kim, a Seoul 
National University student, was arrested and indicted on 17 September last 
year for allegedly reproducing the communist-oriented books and putting them 
on sale in defiance of the national security and anti-communist laws.

INTEGRATED IRON, STEEL MILL--Seoul, 5 Mar (YONHAP)--The Korean government has 
decided to begin construction of the country's second integrated iron and 
steel mil! with a rated annual production capacity of 2.7 million tons, in the 
southern coastal port city of Kwangyang near Yosu, in July 1985. According to 
the finalized construction plan, released Friday by the commerce-industry 
ministry, a total of 2.3 billion U.S. dollars, in both domestic and foreign 
capital, will be poured into the project, which will be under the supervision 
of the state-run Pohang Iron and Steel Mill. A government subsidy of 198.9 
billion won (some 280 million dol'tars) will cover the construction costs of 
basic groundwork, such as roads and railways with a combined length of 29.1 
kilometers, loading and unloading waterfronts, and electric and communications 
facilities. The construction of these basic facilities will be completed by 
October 1987. Construction of five maior factories to produce coke, pig iron, 
steel, cast iron and hot rolled steel wiil start in July 1985. When the 
projected steel mill begins commercial operation in the first half of 1988, the 
country's annual iron and steel production capacity will be boosted, from 12 
million tons at the end of 1981, to 21 million tons and the country will rank 
eighth among the world countries in the production of crude oil. [as received]

SPEEDY ECONOMIC RECOVERY FORESEEN--Seoul, 3 Mar (YONHAP)--Prime Minister Yu 
Chang-sun said F:iday South Korea has not yet recovered from the economic 
slump but he predicted a speedy recovery in the second half of this year. In 
question and answer session in the National Assembly, Yu said he based his 
optimism on early orders for government construction projects expected in 

the near future and increase of purchasing power in rural areas. He also 
cited the decline of interest rates and preparations for the 1988 Seoul summer 
“Olympics. He added that the government has no plans for shock measures to 
speed up the recovery of the domestic economy. Asked if domestic price in- 
creases can be limited to five percent this year, the prime minister said the 
government is forecasting a single-digit figure. Yu noted that prices began 
to stabiiize in the latter half of last year, and that the stability has been 
maintained. He said, however, "the idea that price increases must be lower 
than five percent a year is a rash one, although it seems to be logically 
possible at the moment."

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SEABED OIL PROSPECTING RESUMED--Seoul, 6 Mar (YONHAP)--The Korean government 
has decided to resume seabed oil prospecting projects in the second, fourth, 
fifth and sixth mining zones from where Gulf, Shell and Texaco of the United 
States had withdrawn, returning their concessions to the government years ago. 
The seas surrounding the southern half of the Korean peninsula are partitioned 
into seven mining zones, and the government is conducting prospecting projects 
jointly with Japan in the seventh mining zone in East China Sea. A ranking 
government official said Saturday that results of the previous seismic surveys 
of these four exclusive mining zones will be reexamined this year to select 
sites for test drillings to start in 1984 at the latest. Gulf drilled two 
holes in the second zone and conducted a seismic survey of the fourth zone, 
Shell drilled two holes in the fifth zone and Texaco bored three holes in the 
sixth zone. But they failed to find commercially feasible seabed oil 
reserves. Japax of the United States has already launched prospecting projects 
in the fourth mining zone and is expected to dig one hole in the zone in the 
second half of this year. The projected oil prospecting resumption in the 
fourth zone will be carried out independently from Japax in the same zone, 
according to the official. The goverament plans to entrust the Korea 
Petroleum Development Corp. to su,»ervise the whole of development projects 

in the four mining zones. With regard to prospecting projects to be conducted 
this year in the Korean-Japanese joint development area, the official said 
that one hole will be dug probably in the fifth submining zone and a seismic 
survey will be due in the seventh subzone.

UNIVERSITY PROFESSORS REMOVED--The ministry of education yesterday said 26 
professors of state-run universities and colleges failed to be reappointed 
under a tenure system. The total breaks down to seven from Seoul National 
University, four from Kyongbuk National University, two each from Pusan, and 
Chungnam National Universities and Kyongsang National College and one each 
from Chonbuk, Kangwon and Cheju National Universities. The ministry said the 
records of 909 faculty members of 19 state-run universities and colleges were 
examined as their terms expired at the end of the last semester. Of them, 883 
were reappointed, it said. The ministry said the committee set up at the 
colleges examined the teaching records of their professors and submitted their 
screening results to ministry authorities for review. Faculty members of 
state-run colleges and universities are appointed by the government under the 
tenure system which went into effect in 1976. The faculty members’ achieve- 
ments in teaching students, their health conditions, their qualities as 
professors and research activities were examined, the ministry said. A 
ministry spokesman said most of the 26 professors were dropped from reappoint- 
ment because of their poor research activities and inadequate quality as 
professors. No one of the 26 were rejected for political reasons, he said.

ROK SEEKS INTERNATIONAL PACTS ON TERRORISM

[Text] Minister of Foreign Affairs No Sin-yong said Korea has closely 
cooperated since last September with Canadian authorities in the probe of the 
international plot to assassinate President Chon Tu-hwan. 


In reply to lawmakers’ queries at a National Assembly Plenary Session, No 
said the Canadian foreign ministry notified Korea of the results of the six- 
month-long investigation on 24 February. 


Korea's overseas diplomatic missions have been instructed to increase their 
vigilance against North Korean infiltrations, he said. 


The government plans to subscribe to pertinent international treaties to pro- 
tect diplomats from terrorism, he observed. Speaking of negotiations between 
Seoul and Tokyo over Korea's request for $6 billion in public loans, he said 
the two countries will hold a foreign ministers’ meeting at the earliest pos- 
sible date to work out a negotiated settlement. 


Leaders of the three of the four countries he recently visited, Sri Lanka, 
France, India and Nigeria, expressed a wish to meet President Chon, but no 
plan has yet been set for Chon to make overseas tours, he said. 


Vice Minister of National Defense Pak Chan-kung testified that the government 
will curtail the period of military service for enlisted men in the army, navy 
and air force by one month each year, so that they will serve 30 months 
beginning in 1984. 


At present, the enlisted men in the navy and air force serve 35 months and 
those in the army 33 months. 


The vice minister said Korea, the United States and Japan virtually have a 
trilateral collective security system, in that Seoul and Washington have a 
mutual defense treaty and Washington and Tokyo have a similar security pact. 


It is, however, difficult for Korea and Japan to establish a "direct military 
relationship," he said. 
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The nation is capable of producing most conventional weapons and some highly 
sophisticated warheads, and is on a par with North Korea in terms of defense 
industry, he said. 


Pak predicted the nation will be able to outstrip North Korea in every military 
aspect before the mid-1980s. 


Minister of Culture and Information Yi Kwang-pyo said the government will 
guarantee freedom of the press as far as conditions permit and that the basic 
press law is designed to guarantee freedom of the press and to emphasize 
public function of the press. 


The government has no intention of revising the press law, since one year of 
application shows the law has no major shortcomings, Yi said. 


Minister of National Unification Son Chae-sik said North Korea is rejecting 
“our new unification formula and 20 pilot projects" by setting forth precondi- 
tions such as the withdrawal of U.S. troops from Korea. 


The government, however, will continue to make multilateral efforts with 
patience to persuade North Korea to come to the conference table, he said. 


The government, he said, is prepared for any favorable response North Korea 
may make toward the formula and pilot projects.

Informed sources close to the meeting, held at Minister So's office, said the 
Ecuadorian minister hoped that many Korean enterprises would invest in his 
country. 


So called for Ecuador to increase imports of Korean automobiles, pointing to 
the deepening trade imbalance in favor of Ecuador. The Korean import excess 
last year reached $50 million in trade with Ecuador. 


The sources said the Ecuadorian minister said his country was restudying its 
import policies, indicating that Ecuador would give favorable consideration to 
countries which show adverse conditions in trade. 


The visiting minister asked for Korean companies to invest in Ecuador to 
explore markets in the Central and South American areas. 


Meanwhile, So called for the Ecuadorian government's cooperation with Korean 
business companies participating in Ecuadorian economic development plans. 


Minister Santos, who arrived here Monday with a three-member entourage, had 
a series .f meetings with Chang Sun-hwan, president of the Korean Trade Promo- 
tion Corporation (KOTRA); Chong Chu-yong, chairman of the Federation of Korean 
Industries; and Sin Pyong-hyon, chairman of the Korean Traders Association. 


Last year, Korean imports from Ecuador reached $120,104,000, while exports to 
that country stood at $159,552,000.

ROK TO SET UP RESEARCH FIRMS IN FOREIGN NATIONS

[Text] The government will establish scientific research institutes or tech- 
nology-intensive firms in foreign countries or purchase such institutions 
already in operation overseas in an ambitious step to achieve technological 
renovation, it was reported yesterday. 


The science-technology ministry reported to the National Assembly yesterday 
that a branch office of the Korea Research Institute for Chemical Technology 
would be established in New Jersey by the end of this year. 


The U.S.-based branch office will collect advanced technological information 
and carry out research activities beginning next year, it said. 


It went on that five researchers would be employed by the office this year and 
10 more would be secured next year. 


To strengthen research in the semi-conductor field, the ministry said 700 mil- 
lion won would be invested in the operation of a design center affiliated with 
the Korea Institute of Electronic Technology. 


Two researchers are currently working at the Kiet's U.S.-based design center, 
and 18 more will be employed soon, the ministry said. According to it, the 
center was established in the United States last September. The ministry did 
not give details about the location of the center. 


The major function of the design center is designing integrated circuit (IC) 
systems and analyzing products, the ministry said. 


It said that similar institutes would be established in foreign countries in 
the days ahead especially to catch up with ever-advancing technology in the 

field of fine chemistry, semi-conductors, mechanical automation and genetic 

engineering. 


Officials said that the ministry would continue inviting foreign researchers to 
local institutes while operating research bodies overseas in arduous endeavors 
to achieve technological renovation, which the government says is the only way 
to realize a “second economic take-off."

AIR LINES PLANNING ROUTE TO IRAQ--Seoul, 3 Mar (YONHAP)--The Korea Air Lines 
(KAL) will inaugurate a new air passenger service route linking Seoul and 
Baghdad in Iraq, beginning late this month or early nextmonth at the latest. 

A KAL official said Wednesday that a Boeing-747 jumbo jet or a DC-10 plane will 
fly the new air route twice a week. The plane will make a technical landing 
in Bangkok for a brief machinery and gauge checkup and refueling, and will fly 
non-stop to Baghdad thereafter.

Asked to accept and 
understand arms sales to free China by th* "eagan administration, which has 
evinced keen interest in the defense of free China, Beijing, which has 
severely criticized the United States, did not hide its anger.

In the ferrous metallurgical domain, automation and remote control have been 
realised in the operations of many blast furnaces, electric furnaces, open 
hearths, coking batteries and converters and production is ensured by indus- 
trial television and ultrashort wave. As a result, our furnacemen are now 
working with ease, freed from arduous labour. 


In the domain of the power industry, remote control has been introduced in 
many production processes and production command personnel at the power sta- 
tions organize and command production, grasping the conditions of the equip- 
ment and water scores of ri away (10 ri is four kilometres) through the 
control apparatuses. 
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In the railway transport, operations have been semi-automated at more than 30 
major railway stations and 130 sections, with the result that a big success 
has been achieved in making the train operation high speed. 


Some time ago the Central Industrial TV Control Room was built at the Taean 
General Heavy Machine Works and an electronic computer capable of doing a 
rapid calculation of over 60,000 items installed there to scientise and 
rationalise the production command and management activity. 


Automation, remote control, and industrial television are also being rapidly 
introduced in the construction, fishing and light industries, too. 


Heat-affected and harmful labour was eliminated in various domains including 
the metal, chemical and cement industries and the modernisation and scientisa- 
tion of the national economy are progressing apace.
